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I. Feed Grain Situation 


a) Canada 


i) Prairies — Production of grains in the Prairie 
Provinces in 1967 declined substantially compared 
to the record levels attained in 1966. The 1967 
harvest of wheat at 574 million bushels was 29 per 
cent below the record 1966 crop of 807 million 
bushels, but 10 per cent above the 1961-65 five year 
average. Production of oats at 195 million bushels 
was down 25 per cent from the 258 million bushels 
harvested in 1966, and down 29 per cent from the 
1961-65 average period. Barley production recorded 
a decrease of 19 per cent, with a 1967 harvest of 
230 million bushels compared to the 283 million 
harvested the previous year. However, despite the 
lower production, the 1967 crop was 23 per cent 
above the 1961-65 average (Table 1). 


Acreage seeded to wheat and barley continued 
to increase, whereas there has been a continual 
decline in the acreage devoted to Oats. Yields of 
all grains were substantially below the high levels 
achieved in 1966. The grades of wheat harvested 
in 1967 were generally higher than those recorded 
during the previous year and a very small percentage 
of the crop was comprised of lower feeding grades 
of wheat. 


ii) Ontario — The Province of Ontario showed 
gains in its output of feed grains, largely as a result 
of its expanding production of grain corn due to 
both increased acreage and improved yields. Total 
output of feed grains in 1967 amounted to 206.4 
million bushels as compared to 193.6 million bushels 
during the previous year, and to 198.8 million 
bushels during the five year average of 1961-65 
(Table II). 


iii) Quebec — Total production of feed grains in 
the Province of Quebec was estimated at 48.5 
million bushels which was slightly lower than the 
level achieved in 1966 when it stood at 49.1 million 
bushels. Grain corn, an expanding crop in the area 
south of Montreal increased from 1.1 million bushels 
in 1966 to 1.6 million bushels in 1967. The average 
annual crop production of all feed grains for the 
1961-65 period was estimated at 50.6 million bushels 
(Table II). 


iv) The Atlantic Provinces — During 1967, the 
Atlantic Provinces experienced adverse weather 
conditions. As a result, feed grain production de- 
clined 28 per cent from 16 million bushels in 1966 
to 11.5 million bushels in 1967 (Table II). When 
compared to the 5 year average production of 19.2 
million bushels for the period 1961-65, this repre- 


sents a significant decline of 40 per cent in the 
output of feed grains for this region. 


v) British Columbia — Reduced yields of all 
types of grains in the Peace River Area of British 
Columbia resulted in a reduction of 32 per cent in 
the production of grains in that province. Total 
production in 1967 was 8.7 million bushels compared 
to the 12.8 million bushels harvested in 1966. 


b) World 


in 1967-68 the world production of feed grains 
was estimated at 470 million metric tons. This was 
slightly above the previous year’s record. Reports of 
good crops in the Northern Hemisphere were offset 
somewhat by drought conditions in the Southern 
Hemisphere. International trade in feed grains in 
1967-68 was slightly below the record of 43 million 
metric tons reached in 1966-67. Exports increased 
to both Western Europe and Japan. Exports to 
developing countries were down but trade to Com- 
munist countries was steady. 


c) United States 


In the United States, the harvest of both grain 
corn and soyabeans reached record levels in 1967. 
Production of grain corn at 4.7 billion bushels was 
up 14 per cent from the 4.1 billion bushel crop of 
1966. Soyabeans increased 7 per cent from 715 
million to 766 million bushels in 1967. Production 
of the four major feed grains, corn, oats, barley and 
soyabeans in the United States amounted to 175 
million tons compared to a production of 158 
million tons in 1966. Sorghum production was 975 
million bushels. As a result of the large harvest of 
feed grains in the United States, especially grain 
corn, prices were appreciably lower throughout the 
fall months of 1967 and remained bearish through- 
out the balance of the crop year. 


Il. Supplies 


Generally, stocks of feed grains at the Lakehead 
and eastern terminals were adequate throughout 
the year to meet the demands of the livestock feed 
industry. Short positions occurred occasionally as 
a result of labour disputes, and shortages in parti- 
cular types of grain. However, these situations did 
not last any great length of time. 


Stocks of feed grains both in store and afloat 
at eastern terminals after the close of navigation in 
December 1967 totalled 38.9 million bushels. Stocks 
were about 10% or 3.7 million bushels larger than at 
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the close of navigation in 1966. Bayport stocks were 
higher in anticipation of smaller local crops in the 
area. A substantial reduction in stocks at the 
Atlantic Ports was attributable to expanded usage 
of direct rail movement from the Lakehead under 
agreed charge contracts (Table III). 


Stocks of United States corn rose from 4.6 
million at the close of navigation in 1965 to 7.3 
million in 1966 and 10.1 million in 1967, when U.S. 
corn occupied more than one quarter of the elevator 
space devoted to feed grains. Stocks of feed grains 
at eastern ports were plentiful throughout the win- 
ter. The carry-over of stocks at the opening in the 
spring totalled 11.6 million bushels, with particu- 
larly large inventories of barley at Quebec City, 
corn at Montreal and all western grains in the 
Bayport elevators. This large carry-over was created 
by a number of factors. In the Bayport area there 
were indications during the previous summer and 
fall that local feed grain production would decline. 
However, crops were better than anticipated which 
resulted in an over-stocking at the terminals. In the 
Province of Quebec the railways implemented con- 
tract rates for direct rail movement from Fort 
William to the demand areas within the Province 
similar to the contract rates prevailing in the 
Maritime Provinces. These were put into effect late 
in the season when the greater portion of the feed 
grain requirements were already in store or en 
route. The use of the direct rail movement contri- 
buted to a larger than normal carry-over in the 
spring of 1968. 


lil. Prices 


a) Wheat 


The crop year opened with a +5 wheat price 
in store Fort William of $1.944%4 per bushel on 
August Ist. This price dropped during August and 
September and reached a low monthly average in 
November of $1.81¥% per bushel. The year closed 
July 3lst with a price of $1.85 per bushel (Table 
V). 


b) Barley 


The crop year began August Ist 1967 with a 
+1 feed barley price of $1.29 per bushel in store 
Fort William. The price fell off gradually throughout 
the year closing at $1.09% per bushel (Table V). 


c) Corn 


Corn, because of price, has become an _ in- 
creasingly popular feed ingredient. Prices for #2 


yellow Canadian corn at Chatham during August 
averaged $1.49 per bushel and hit a low monthly 
average during November of $1.2434 per bushel! 
track Chatham and closed out the year higher at an 
average of $1.30% per bushel track Chatham in 
July 1968. U.S. #3 yellow track Chicago averaged 
$1.19 per bushel in August 1967 and dropped 13 
cents to $1.06 per bushel during November 1967. 
The market was firmer in the late spring months. 
However, prices had fallen off to an average of $1.10 
per bushel track Chicago in July (Table V). 


General Comments 


The price relationship of corn to other grains led 
to an increase in consumption of this grain during 
the year. Table IV shows that 19.7 million bushels 
of U.S. corn was consumed during the year, and 
Table II indicates a growing utilization of Canadian 
corn. 


IV. Transportation 


a) Rail 


The railways extended their coverage of the 
eastern feed grain market in the fall of 1967 by 
offering agreed charge contracts in the Province of 
Quebec. The concept of direct rail movement at 
competitive rates had been developed and imple- 
mented in the Maritime Provinces in 1966. During 
the crop year 1967-68, eight million bushels of feed 
grains were moved by direct rail from the Lakehead 
to Eastern Canada (Table IV). This represents 12.5 
per cent of the total 64.2 million bushels of Western 
Canadian grains consumed as feed grains in 
Eastern Canada during the year. 


b) Water 


Lake freight rates on wheat, oats and barley 
to Eastern Ports were generally lower in 1967 than 
1966. The largest reductions being recorded in the 
St. Lawrence Ports, with the Bay and Lake Ports 
reflecting slightly lower levels in wheat and slightly 
higher levels in coarse grains (Table VI). A similar 
downward trend was also noted in rates from the 
opening of the Seaway in April until the end of the 
crop year in July 1968. Rates to the St. Lawrence 
Ports were about 2 cents a bushel under those of 
1967. 


c) Truck 


Truck Transport was first recognized under the 
Feed Grain Assistance Regulations in Eastern Cana- 
da in 1964. The regulations pertaining to British

Columbia were changed July lst, 1968 to allow 
payment of assistance on feed grains transported 
by truck. 


V. Activities of the Board 


a) Feed Grain Requirements and Storage Space 


The Board must ensure that there are sufficient 
quantities of feed grains available to meet the 
requirements of feeders of livestock and poultry in 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia. This task 
involves a continual assessment of developments 
in the livestock and poultry industries, the pro- 
duction and transport of feed grains, the placement 
of stocks in eastern terminals and the anticipation 
of any development which may have major effects 
upon the normal and continuous flow of feed grains 
to the various areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. 


Due to the demand on storage facilities at 
Montreal, the Board found it necessary to pay for 
Supplementary storage aboard vessels during the 
winter of 1967-68. 


Problems of space allocation for feed grains 
at the Halifax and Quebec City elevators for the 
winter months were examined by the Board. At 
Halifax, elevator space for 1.2 million bushels of 
feed grains was allocated among the traditional 
users of the space. This allocation was designed 
essentially to serve the needs of the feeders of 
livestock and poultry in the Annapolis Valley, who 
rely solely upon Halifax for their grain require- 
ments. The lease agreement with respect to the 
elevator at Quebec City stipulated it to be a function 
of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board to allocate 
storage space for feed grains for the 1967-68 winter 
period. In this connection, a total of five million 
bushels was allocated in September 1967 among the 
various grain merchants traditionally using this 
facility in prior years. This agreement, however, held 
only for the first year of the Board’s operations. For 
subsequent years, it is provided that the Canadian 
Livestock Feed Board will advise the National 
Harbours Board whether six million bushels or less 
will be needed for feed grains for the winter period. 


The Board was also involved in consultations 
regarding feed grain storage requirements at various 
other terminal elevators in Eastern Canada. 


The Board maintained a close watch on supplies 
during the tie-up of shipping on the lakes in the 
fall of 1967 and implemented a program to cover a 
part of the additional freight costs arising from this 
situation. 


Immediately after settlement of the Seaway work- 
ers dispute in July, the Lakehead grain handlers 
went out on strike. During this period, stocks of 
Western grains in Eastern Canada were being rapidly 
depleted. The Board, in consultation with the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board and the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners, reviewed various possibilities of supply- 
ing the Eastern market. It was agreed that direct 
rail shipments of uncleaned grain would be per- 
mitted for the duration of the tie-up. 


During the spring and summer months of 1968, 
the Board was apprehensive that stocks might be 
short at the close of navigation. Due to an over- 
supply situation, the feed mills which had booked 
ahead the previous fall had failed to recover their 
storage and carrying costs, while mills which had not 
booked ahead had bought their supplies at a lower 
cost. It was felt that any hesitancy to book ahead in 
the fall of 1968 could result in a short supply 
position during the winter of 1968-69. In the anti- 
cipation of this development, the Board studied and 
considered the necessity of placing stocks in posi- 
tion in Eastern Canada to ensure sufficient supplies 
were available. The Board later endeavoured to 
encourage feed mills to book their requirements 
early, and asked grain merchants to report their 
bookings. This enabled the Board to keep in touch 
with the changing booking and storage position. 


b) Freight Assistance Program 


Changes made in the program during the year 
were as follows: 


1. In October 1967, the Feed Grain Assistance 
Regulations were amended by PC-2023 to: 


i) designate that portion of Ontario lying 
west of Fort William — Port Arthur to be 
within Eastern Canada. By such designa- 
tion, the Board is able to pay freight 
assistance on shipments of feed grains 
to this area of Ontario, which includes 
the counties of Kenora, Rainy River and 
Thunder Bay. 


ii) designate grain corn as a feed grain 
under the regulations and set rates of 
assistance on grain corn grown in Ontario 
and shipped to the Atlantic Provinces at 
$6.00 per ton less than those applicable 
on grains of western origin. 


iii) pay transportation assistance on wheat 
grown in Ontario and shipped to Quebec 
and the Atlantic Provinces. Such feed 
grain would qualify for the same rates of 


assistance as shipments of Western 
grown feed grains. The basis of extending 
the program to include the payment of 
freight assistance on Ontario corn 
shipped to the Atlantic Provinces was to 
make this commodity available to the 
feeders in that area, and to place them 
on an equal cost basis with those of 
Quebec and Ontario. At the same time, 
the program was also extended to include 
Ontario wheat shipped to the Quebec 
and the Atlantic Provinces. This measure 
was designed to enable feeders to avail 
themselves of this commodity at com- 
petitive prices for use in their feeding 
programs. 


2. In November 1967, the Eastern Canadian 
Feed Grain Special Assistance Regulations 
were made by PC-2108 to compensate for the 
additional transportation costs incurred by 
feeders during a period of critical shortage 
in September 1967. Rates ranged from $3.00 
to $8.00 per ton. 


3. In July 1968, the Feed Grain Assistance Regu- 
lations were amended by PC-1180 mainly to: 


i) divide British Columbia into nine zones 
and establish rates of assistance to each 
zone; 


ii) make shipments of feed grains by truck 
eligible for freight assistance. 


These changes in British Columbia were intro- 
duced to encourage competition in the transport of 
feed grains into and within British Columbia. Prior 
to July 1968 only rail shipments were eligible for 
feed freight assistance. It is anticipated with 
competition in the transportation field the cost of 
movement of feed grains will be reduced. 


Shipments of Feed Grains under the program 
during the crop year 1967-68 totalled 2,482,852 tons. 
This was 9 per cent less than during the previous 
year. Shipments to Ontario and Quebec were down 
180,036 and 114,729 tons respectively. Shipments 
to all other provinces were greater. The Atlantic 
Provinces consumed 315,000 tons more feed grains 
under the program in 1967 whereas in British 
Columbia consumption increased by 22,800 tons. 


c) Storage Assistance Program 


During the winter of 1967, the Board assisted in 
the cost of maintaining supplies of feed grains 
stored in winter storage vessels at Montreal. This 


was done to ensure that sufficient feed grains were 
available to meet the needs of the livestock feeders 
of the area. The Board paid 2¥2 cents per bushel 
on 1.4 million bushels of feed grains afloat in winter 
storage vessels for a total cost of $34,685. 


d) Information and Research 


Intensive research was conducted to measure 
the impact of various methods of payment of feed 
freight assistance. Feasibility studies were also 
carried out on the need or economic advantage 
of additional storage facilities at several locations 
in Eastern Canada. 


It is a duty of the Board to make a continuing 
study of the feed grain requirements in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, and generally to 
advise the Government on all matters pertaining 
to the stabilization and fair equalization of feed 
grain prices to livestock feeders. During the year, a 
systematic and detailed accounting of the ship- 
ments of feed grains through the eastern elevator 
system has been developed. Feed grain markets 
are followed closely with spot offerings of all feed 
grains and ingredients at major market centers 
being recorded. 


Also during the year the ground work was laid 
to collect prices of the major livestock feeds in all 
areas of Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


e) Consultations 


The Board maintained numerous’ contacts 
through visits with national and provincial farm 
organizations in Eastern Canada and British Colum- 
bia, and with various federal and provincial depart- 
ments and agencies. Several meetings were held 
with trade organizations involved in the feed grain 
business in both Eastern and Western Canada. The 
purpose of these meetings has been to enable the 
Board to become better acquainted with the feed 
grain situation and problems and to establish a 
basis of close collaboration. 


Vi. Personnel 


J.M. McDonough was appointed a member of 
the Board by the Governor-in-Council in April 1968. 
Mr. McDonough was previously Executive Director. 


The following officers joined the Board Staff 
during the year: 


G. R. de Cotret as Director of Subsidy Programs. 
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J.-P. Vallée as Administrative Officer. 


H.V. Walker, Ph.D., as Director of Economic 
Research. Dr. Walker has since undertaken the 
additional duty of Secretary to the Board. 


Vil. Advisory Committee 


The Board held three meetings with the Advisory 
Committee during the year. Individual members of 
the committee also participated in various regional 
meetings, providing advice and counsel to the 
Board. Mr. C. Yeo and Mr. D. Bennett, were reap- 
pointed to the Advisory Committee for a further 
term of one year in March 1968. 


Vill. Statement of Expense 


Expenditures for Administration and Operation of 
the Canadian Livestock Feed Board during the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1968 totalled $228,262 out of 
which $154,262 was provided by Vote 40 and $74,000 
is covered by services furnished by other Govern- 
ment Department without charge. 


Expenditures under Vote 45 for Transportation 
and Storage Assistance totalled $21,428,489 during 
the year; $88,909 was expended under the Storage 
Assistance program and the balance of $21,339,580 
was paid out under the Freight Assistance Program. 
The Financial Statement of the Board is appended 
in Exhibit | and the Auditor General’s Report in 
Exhibit II.

Objects. 
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CHAP. 52 


An Act to provide assistance to livestock feeders in 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


[Assented to 17th November, 1966.] 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


Short Title. 


1. This Act may be cited as the Livestock Feed Assistaance Act. 


Interpretation. 


2. (1) In this Act, 

a) “Advisory Committee” or “Committee” means the Livestock Feed Board Advisory Committee established by sec- 
tion 15; 

b) “Board” means the Canadian Livestock Feed Board established by section 3; 

c) “British Columbia” means the Province of British Columbia other than 
(i) the part known as the Peace River District, and 
(ii) except for the purpose of making payments related to the cost of feed grain transported into the Creston- 

Wynndel Areas, the part known as the Creston-Wynndel Areas; 

d) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Board; 

e) “designated area” means that area comprised of the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta and those 
parts of the Province of British Columbia known as the Peace River District and the Creston-Wynndel Areas; 

f) “Eastern Canada” means all that part of Canada lying east of the meridian passing through the eastern boundary 
of the City of Port Arthur and such other areas in Ontario as the Governor in Council may designate; 


g) “feed grain” means wheat, other than grades of wheat grown in the designated area and designated by regula- 
tion not to be feed grain for the purposes of this Act, oats and barley and such other grains and grain products 
as may be designated by regulation as feed grain for the purposes of this Act; 


“livestock” means cattle, sheep, swine and poultry and such other classes of livestock as may be designated by 
regulation as livestock for the purposes of this Act; 


i) “livestock feeder’ means a person who raises livestock in Eastern Canada or British Columbia; 

j) “Minister’ means such member of the Queen’s Privy Council for Canada as is designated by the Governor in 
Council; 

k) “order” means an order of the Board and includes “instructions to the trade” issued by the Board; 

1) “regulation” means a regulation made by the Governor in Council under this Act; and 

m) “Vice-Chairman” means the Vice-Chairman of the Board. 


(2) Unless otherwise provided, words and expressions used in this Act have the same meaning as in the 
Canada Grain Act.

Canadian Livestock Feed Board. 


3. A corporation is hereby established to be known as the Canadian Livestock Feed Board, consisting of not 
less than three nor more than five members appointed by the Governor in Council. 


4. (1) Each of the members of the Board shall be appointed to hold office during good behaviour but may be 
removed for cause at any time by the Governor in Council, and no member shall hold office beyond the age of 
seventy years. 


(2) The Governor in Council shall designate one of the members as Chairman and another as Vice-Chairman 
of the Board, and at meetings of the Board the Chairman, and in his absence the Vice-Chairman, shall preside. 


Objects, Powers and Duties. 


5. The objects of the Board are to ensure 


a) the availability of feed grain to meet the needs of livestock feeders; 


b) the availability of adequate storage space in Eastern Canada for feed grain to meet the needs of livestock 
feeders;

to or for the benefit of livestock feeders in accordance with the regulations; 

conduct negotiations with any agency or person involved in feed grain storage or handling for the purpose of 
reducing or stabilizing the cost of storage and handling and for the purpose of obtaining adequate storage 
space for feed grain in Eastern Canada; 

allocate space reserved for its use in any storage facility among persons requiring feed grain storage facilities 
in Eastern Canada; 

conduct negotiations for the obtaining of licences for the importation of feed grain into Canada for use outside 
the designated area and, within the provisions of any such licence obtained in its name, contract with feed 
grain dealers in Canada for the importation of feed grain by them into Canada under the terms of such licence; 
with the approval of the Governor in Council, acquire, hold or dispose of real property; 

carry out or enter into contracts or other arrangements for carrying out studies relating to feed grain prices; 

by order served personally or by registered mail, require any person engaged in the business of storing, handling 
or shipping feed grain in Eastern Canada or British Columbia, or any livestock feeder, to furnish in writing to 
the Board within such reasonable time as may be stipulated in the order, information relating to feed grain con- 
sumption, storage, handling, shipping or pricing in Eastern Canada or British Columbia; 

establish branches in Canada or employ agents of the Board in Canada or elsewhere; 

authorize any officer or employee of the Board or any other person to act on behalf of the Board in the conduct 
of its operations under this Act; 

act as agent for or on behalf of any Minister of the Crown or as agent of Her Majesty in right of Canada in 
respect of any operations that it may be directed to carry out by the Governor in Council; and 

generally, do and authorize such acts and things as are necessary or incidental to the attainment of the objects 
and purposes of the Board and the exercise of its powers and the performance of its duties. 


7. (1) It shall be the duty of the Board 


a) to make a continuing study of feed grain requirements in Eastern Canada and British Columbia, of the avail- 


ability of feed grain and of the requirements for additional feed grain storage facilities in those areas; 


b) to make recommendations to the Minister with respect to the requirements for additional feed grain storage 


facilities in Eastern Canada; 


c) generally, to advise the government on all matters pertaining to the stabilization and fair equalization of feed 


grain prices to livestock feeders; and 


d) to the greatest possible extent consistent with its objects, to consult and cooperate with all departments, 


branches or other agencies of the Government of Canada or of any province having duties related to, or having 
aims or objects related to those of the Board. 


(2) The Governor in Council may, from time to time, empower the Board to make inquiries and investigations 


in respect of any matter directly related to 
a) transportation, storage or handling of feed grain in Eastern Canada and British Columbia, 


b) supplies and prices of feed grain in such areas, and 
c) payments related to the cost of feed grain storage or transportation made under this Act, and for the purposes 


of any such inquiry or investigation, empower the Board or any of the members thereof to exercise the powers 
of a person appointed as a commissioner under Part | of the Inquiries Act. 


Additional Powers. 


8. (1) The Board may, in furtherance of its objects, at any time when it is so authorized by regulation 


a) buy or enter into contracts or agreements for the purchase of feed grain in Eastern Canada and British 


Columbia and in the designated area, but where any purchase is made by the Board within the designated area 
of grain then being purchased in that area by the Canadian Wheat Board, such purchase by the Board shall be 
made from the Canadian Wheat Board or an agent thereof; 


b) within the provisions of any licence obtained in its name authorizing it to import feed grain, buy or enter into 


contracts or agreements for the purchase of feed grain outside Canada and import such feed grain into Canada; 
and 


c) take delivery of, ship, store, handle and, subject to subsection (2), sell or otherwise dispose of feed grain in 


Eastern Canada or British Columbia and enter into contracts for the delivery, shipping, storage, handling, 
insurance and sale or other disposition of such feed grain. 


(2) The Board shall sell or otherwise dispose of feed grain acquired by it pursuant to this section in accord- 


ance with sound commercial practices for such price as it considers reasonable with the object of recovering the 
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costs incurred by it in respect of the feed grain, including the purchase price of the feed grain, costs of handling, 
storage and transportation thereof and any administration costs applicable to the purchase and sale thereof minus 
any payments related to the cost of feed grain storage or to the cost of feed grain transportation paid by the Board 
to its own account pursuant to paragraph (a) of section 6 in respect of the feed grain. 


Organization. 


9. (1) The Board is, for all purposes of this Act, an agent of Her Majesty, and its powers under this Act may be 
exercised only as an agent of Her Majesty. 


(2) The Board may, on behalf of Her Majesty, enter into contracts in the name of Her Majesty or in the 
name of the Board. 


(3) Property acquired by the Board is the property of Her Majesty and title thereto may be vested in the 
name of Her Majesty or in the name of the Board. 


(4) Actions, suits or other legal proceedings in respect of any right or obligation acquired or incurred by 
the Board on behalf of Her Majesty, whether in its name or in the name of Her Majesty, may be brought or taken 
by or against the Board in the name of the Board in any court that would have jurisdiction if the Board were not 
an agent of Her Majesty. 


10. The Board may, subject to the approval of the Governor in Council, make by-laws for the regulation of its 
proceedings and generally for the conduct of its activities. 


11. The Chairman is the chief executive officer of the Board and has supervision over and direction of the 
work and staff of the Board. 


12. Members of the Board shall be paid such salaries as are fixed by the Governor in Council, and each member 
is entitled to be paid reasonable travelling and living expenses while absent from his ordinary place of residence 
in the course of his duties under this Act. 


13. (1) A majority of the members constitutes a quorum of the Board. 
(2) A vacancy in the membership of the Board does not impair the right of the remaining members to Act. 


14. (1) The Board may 
a) appoint such officers and employees as are necessary for the proper conduct of the work of the Board; and 


b) prescribe the duties of such officers and employees and, subject to the approval of the Treasury Board, pres- 
cribe the conditions of their employment. 


(2) The officers and employees of the Board appointed as provided in subsection (1) shall be paid such 
salaries and expenses as are fixed by the Board with the approval of the Treasury Board. 


Advisory Committee. 


15. (1) There shall be a committee to be known as the Canadian Livestock Feed Board Advisory Committee 
consisting of not less than five nor more than seven members each of whom shall be appointed by the Governor 
in Council for such term, not exceeding five years, as will ensure as far as possible the expiration in any one year 
of the terms of appointment of not more than two members, and one of whom shall be appointed by the Governor 
in Council to be the Chairman of the Committee. 


(2) Each of the members of the Advisory Committee is entitled to be paid such allowance for each day 
he attends any meeting of the Committee as may be fixed by the Governor in Council and is entitled to be paid 
reasonable travelling and living expenses while absent from his ordinary place of residence in the course of his 
duties as a member of the Committee. 


(3) The Advisory Committee shall meet at least once a year at the headquarters of the Board, and at such 
other times and places as it deems necessary in order to carry out its duties under this Act. 


(4) The Minister or the Board may call meetings of the Advisory Committee to be held at such time and 
place as he or it may determine. 


(5) The Advisory Committee may make such rules as it deems necessary for the regulation of its proceedings, 
for the fixing of a quorum for any of its meetings and generally for the conduct of its activities. 
(6) It shall be the duty of the Advisory Committee 


a) to study and review all matters relating to feed grain transportation, storage, prices and consumption that it may 
deem necessary, together with those that are referred to it either by the Minister or.by the Board; and 


b) to report to the Minister and the Board, with any recommendations that the Committee considers desirable, the 
results of each study and review conducted by it. 
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Financial. 


16. (1) All expenditures under this Act, including amounts required for 
a) payments related to the cost of feed grain transportation or the cost of feed grain storage made under paragraph 
a) of section 6, and 
b) payment of salaries and other expenses including expenses of administration, 
but excluding amounts described in subsection (2), shall be paid out of moneys appropriated by Parliament there- 
for. 


(2) Subject to subsection (4), all amounts required by the Board to defray any costs incurred by it pursuant 
to subsection (1) of section 8 shall be paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


(3) There shall be established in the Consolidated Revenue Fund an Account to be known as the Canadian 
Livestock Feed Board Account to which shall be credited all moneys received from the sale or other disposition 
of feed grain by the Board pursuant to subsection (2) of section 8 and to which shall be charged all amounts paid 
out under subsection (2) of this section. 


(4) No payment out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund under subsection (2) shall exceed 
a) the amount by which ten million dollars exceeds the balance of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board Account, 
and 


b) any amount advanced under section 17. 
(5) For the purpose of subsection (4), “balance of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board Account” means the 
aggregate of all payments charged to the Account minus the aggregate of all amounts credited to the Account. 


17. (1) The Governor in Council may authorize the Minister of Finance, on behalf of Her Majesty, to make ad- 
vances to the Board on such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon. 


(2) The total amount outstanding at any time of advances made under subsection (1) shall not exceed fifty 
million dollars. 


18. The accounts and financial transactions of the Board shall be audited annually by the Auditor General and 
a report of the audit shall be made to the Minister and to the Board. 


Regulations. 


19. The Governor in Council may make regulations, 


prescribing, with respect to payments related to the cost of feed grain storage and with respect to, payments 
related to the cost of feed grain transportation, the classes of persons to whom and the terms and conditions on 
which such payments may be made and the rate of such payments within each of such areas within Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia as may be prescribed by the regulations; 


authorizing the Board to exercise the powers conferred on it by section 8 for any period or periods prescribed 
by the regulations, but in no case shall any period so prescribed be of a duration that is less than the remain- 
der of the crop year in which such regulation is made: 


c) designating 
(i) any area in Ontario lying west of the meridian passing through the eastern boundary of the City of Port 
Arthur to be part of Eastern Canada, 


(ii) any grade of wheat grown in the designated area not to be a feed grain, 

(iii) any grain or grain product to be a feed grain, or 

(iv) any class of livestock to be livestock, 

for the purposes of this act; 

designating any city in Eastern Canada to be the city in which the headquarters of the Board shall be situated; 

and 

e) with respect to any other matter concerning which he deems regulations necessary or desirable to carry out the 
purposes and provisions of this Act. 
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Offences. 


20. (1) Every person who 

a) knowingly makes a false or misleading statement in any application or declaration made under this Act or the 
regulations or makes any such application or declaration that by reason of any non-disclosure of facts is false 
or misleading, or obtains any feed grain storage payment or feed grain cost equalization payment by false 
pretences, or 

b) fails to comply with an order issued to him pursuant to this Act 

is guilty of an offence and liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars or to 

imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years or to both such fine and imprisonment.

(2) Where a corporation is guilty of an offence under this section, every officer, director or agent of the 
corporation who directed, authorized, assented to, acquiesced in or participated in the offence is a party to and 
guilty of the offence and is liable on summary conviction to the punishment provided by subsection (1) whether or 
not the corporation has been prosecuted or convicted therefor. 


(3) A prosecution under subsection (1) may be instituted within two years from the time when the subject 
matter of the complaint arose. 


21. In any proceedings in any court or before any justice of the peace taken in respect of any alleged offence 
under section 20, a document purporting to be a copy of an order issued pursuant to this Act certified by a member 
of the Board is, without proof of the signature of the member of the Board, admissible in evidence and has the 
same probative force as the original document would have if it were proven in the ordinary way. 


Report to Parliament. 


22. The Board shall on or before the 31st day of March or such other day as the Governor in Council may fix, 
transmit to the Minister a report relating to the activities of the Board for the crop year ending on the 31st day of 
the month of July preceeding the date of such report including the financial statements of the Board and the 
Auditor General’s report thereon, and the Minister shall cause such report to be laid before Parliament within 
fifteen days after the receipt thereof or, if Parliament is not then sitting, on any of the first fifteen days next 
thereafter that Parliament is sitting.

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!. Feed Grain Situation 


a) World 


Canada is an important trading Nation. Its 
economic welfare depends, in large measure, on 
the competitive strength of its produce in the 
domestic market, as well as in international markets 
that have become more complex and dynamic. 


In terms of its surplus commodities, Canada is 
a relatively important source of supply of wheat and 
coarse grains. Wheat has been a predominant item 
in Canada’s export trade. With relatively large 
stocks of grain in Canada at the present time, 
alternative approaches to the perplexing surplus 
problem would be either to search for new market 
outlets for Canadian grain, and/or to dispose of 
some of the surplus in the form of livestock and 
poultry products. 


The world situation in feed grains must, there- 
fore, be kept under continuous review by the 
Canadian Livestock Feed Board, other Government 
Departments, public and private agencies that have 
some responsibility in rationalizing the grain-live- 
stock complex of the Canadian economy. The latter 
will facilitate assessment of the impact of changes 
as soon as they occur, thereby providing more 
broadly based dimensions of approaches to enhanc- 
ing the performance of the grain-livestock economy. 


Aggregate world output of feed grains in 1968 
was estimated at 414 million metric tons (Table 1). 
The latter figure represents an increase of 2% over 
the level of 412 million metric tons that prevailed 
in 1967. In fact, the world output of feed grain 
sustained its upward trend since 1965, when pro- 
duction was estimated at 357 million metric tons. 
This represents an increase of 57 million metric 
tons, or 16 percent in world output over the period 
1965 - 68. Corn continued to be the world’s single 
most important feed grain in terms of output. In 
1968, it contributed 221 million metric tons or 
about 53 percent of the world’s production of feed 
grains (Table 1). The contributions of the other feed 
grains in order of importance were: barley — 101 
million metric tons or about 25 percent, oats — 50 
million metric tons or about 12 percent, and 
sorghum and millet — 42 million metric tons or 
10 percent. 


Preliminary estimates of the volume of the 
world’s feed-grain exports during 1968-69 was set 
at 39.4 million tons. This was about 1.3 million tons 
or 3 percent less than a year earlier, but was 35 
percent above the 1960-65 five year average (Table 
Il). The principal feed grain was corn, which con- 
tributed 28 million tons or two-thirds of the total 
world feed grain trade. The United States, which is 
the world’s most important exporter of corn, con- 
tributed 13 million tons or forty eight percent (48 % ) 
of the international trade in corn. Argentina and 
France increased their exports of corn to 4.0 and 
2.3 million tons respectively. 


In terms of the imports, Japan was the single 
most important country on the basis of volume. Its 
total imports of feed grain were set at 8.5 million 
tons, which represents an increase of 11 percent 
over the previous year. Relatively smaller increases 
in imports of feed grains were made by Italy, the 
Netherlands and Poland. 


b) The United States 


There are particularly strong interrelationships 
between the Canadian and American grain-livestock 
economies. The United States, on the one hand, 
is a major world importer of beef and pork; a sub- 
stantial proportion of these imports come from 
Canada. Increasingly large quantities of American 
corn, on the other hand, are imported into Canada 
for feeding livestock and poultry, as well as for 
human consumption. In 1968-69, Canada imported 
some 34 million bushels of corn from the United 
States (Table V). 


The strength of the interrelationships is evi- 
denced by the fact that the prices of certain Can- 
adian farm products are greatly influenced by 
economic conditions prevailing in the United States. 
Moreover, several Canadian farm products do not 
enjoy a monopoly position in the domestic market, 
but compete for this market with products from the 
United States and even beyond. 


It is not sufficient, therefore, to assess the com- 
petitive strength of livestock, poultry and grain 
producers in Eastern and Western Canada. It is 
necessary that a continuing assessment be made of 
what this strength is compared with that of their 
counterparts in the United States in order to predict 
what future production and trade patterns are most 
likely to develop. 


The aggregate production of feed grains in the 
United States in 1968 was estimated at about 171 
million tons, which is 4 million tons lower than the 
level of output attained in 1967 (Table Ill). The pro- 
duction of corn declined from about 4.7 billion 
bushels in 1967 to 4.4 billion bushels in 1968. The 
production of sorghum grain had also declined from 
766 million to 755 million bushels over this period. 
Offsetting the declines in the production of corn and 
sorghum were increases in the output of oats and 
barley at 934 million and 425 million bushels 
respectively. 


With a carry-over of 48 million tons of feed 
grains, the aggregate supply in 1968 - 69 was esti- 
mated at 219 million tons. Aggregate supply was 
approximately 6 million tons higher than the level 
which prevailed in 1967 - 68 (Table Ill). Domestic 
disappearance of feed grains had also increased to 
about 148 million tons in 1968, that is about 5 per- 
cent greater than it was in the previous year. As a 
result of the larger supplies of feed grains that were 
available in the United States, prices in October 
1968 were about 7 percent lower than they were 
a year ago. 
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c) Canada 


The total production of feed grains in Canada 
rose from about 15.0 million tons in 1967 - 68 to 
more than 18.2 million tons in 1968 - 69; this repre- 
sents an increase of about 20 percent over the 
period (Table IV). Imports of corn were 944 
thousand tons in 1968 - 69, which represented an 
increase of some 6 percent over imports in the 
previous year. With opening stocks, the total feed 
grain supplies increased from 19.3 million tons in 
1967 - 68 to 23.6 million tons in 1968 - 69. 


(i) Prairie Provinces Grain production in the 
Prairies increased substantially from 949 million 
bushels in 1967 to 1,179 million bushels in 1968, 
which represents an increase of about 23 percent 
over the period (Table VI). 


The production of spring wheat in 1968 had 
risen to 629 million bushels as compared to 524 
million bushels in 1967. The output of oats in- 
creased to 249 million bushels in 1968 from 195 
million bushels in 1967. The production of barley 
increased to 301 million bushels in 1968 from 230 
million bushels in 1967. 


(ii) Ontario The level of grain production in 
Ontario rose from 203.1 million bushels in 1967 
to 219.6 million bushels in 1968 (Table VI). This 
expansion in output was due to increases in the 
Output of corn, barley and mixed grains. 


Corn production reached an all-time high of 
78.5 million bushels in 1968 due mainly to an 
increase in acreage to 925 thousand from 850 
thousand acres in 1967. The production of barley 
and mixed grains also increased by about 3.2 mil- 
lion and 5.3 million bushels respectively due to 
both increased acreage and improved yields. 


(iii) Quebec The production of coarse grains 
in Quebec was up slightly from 48.4 million bushels 
in 1967 to 49.8 million bushels in 1968 due mainly 
to expansion in the output of grain corn. The output 
of corn rose from 1.6 million bushels in 1967 to 2.5 
million bushels in 1968. This expansion in produc- 
tion was due to an increase in acreage of 10 thou- 
sand acres in 1968 over the previous year, as well 
as higher yields (Table VI). 


The production of barley showed an upward 
trend from 643 thousand bushels in 1967 to 695 
thousand bushels in 1968. Acreage devoted to 
barley and yields were slightly higher than in the 
previous year. 


Production of oats increased 893 thousand 
bushels in 1968 to 41.9 million bushels. A 34 
thousand acre reduction in plantings was more than 
off-set by improved yields (Table VI). 


(iv) The Atlantic Provinces The production 
of feed grains in the Atlantic Provinces rose from 
more than 11.5 million bushels in 1967 to over 
14.3 million bushels in 1968 (Table VI). This repre- 
sents an increase of 24 percent over the period. 


The production of barley increased trom 1.0 
million bushels in 1967 to 1.5 million bushels in 
1968, and wheat output increased from 222 thou- 
sand bushels in 1967 to 305 thousand bushels in 
1968. The output of mixed grain also expanded 
from 3 million bushels in 1967 to 4 million bushels 
in 1968. The output of oats rose from 7.3 million 
bushels in 1967 to 8.4 million bushels in 1968. 


(v) British Columbia There has been a sub- 
stantial expansion in the production of feed grains 
in the Province of British Columbia over the period 
under review (Table VI). Total output rose from 
8.6 million bushels in 1967 to just about 15.0 mil- 
lion bushels in 1968. There was a significant in- 
crease in the production of all grains, except mixed 
grains. 


In 1968, the level of wheat production was set 
at 4.5 million bushels which represents an increase 
of 2.4 million bushels over the level of 2.1 million 
bushels achieved in the previous year. The output 
of oats expanded substantially from 2.5 million 
bushels in 1967 to 4.4 million bushels in 1968. The 
output of barley also increased to 5.9 million 
bushels from 3.8 million bushels in the previous 
year. 


ll. Supplies of Feed Grains 


During the crop year under review, the supplies 
of feed grains from all sources in Eastern Canada 
and British Columbia were quite ample to meet the 
requirements of the feeders of livestock and poultry 
in these two broad regions of Canada, except during 
the periods of strike action involving the Seaway 
workers and the grain terminal elevator handlers at 
the Lakehead during 1968. 


At the close of navigation in December 1968, 
the stocks of feed grains in store at the eastern 
terminal elevators and afloat in winter storage 
vessels totalled 35.8 million bushels (Table VII). 
Stocks were, therefore, 3.1 million bushels lower 
than they were at the close of the season of naviga- 
tion in December 1967, when 38.9 million bushels 
were placed in storage. 


At the opening of the season of navigation in 
April, 1968 about 11.6 million bushels remained 
in store at eastern terminal position, as compared 
with an opening stock of 10.1 million bushels in 
April, 1969. While the latter figure of 10.1 million 
bushels is an improvement over the previous year, 
it still represented a much heavier inventory position 
than required. 


A strike involving the Seaway workers in June, 
1968 was followed by another strike which para- 
lyzed the handling and shipping facilities at the 
Lakehead from July 18 to September 14, 1968. 
The latter curtailed the shipment of feed grains 
through normal supply channels. Stocks of feed 
grains at eastern terminals had been rapidly 
depleted during the strike involving the Seaway 
workers, and these could not be supplemented by 
additional stocks of western feed grains because of 
the strike at the Lakehead that followed. 
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It is the responsibility of the Board to ensure 
that adequate supplies of feed grains are available 
to meet the needs of the feeders of livestock and 
poultry in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. In 
view of this, the Board in consultation with other 
agencies, examined various alternatives of supply- 
ing the eastern market with feed grains during this 
critical period. 


Supplies of feed grains were made available 
through the implementation of a plan whereby ship- 
ments of uncleaned grains were permitted direct 
from prairie elevators to demand areas in Eastern 
Canada. This supplemented the available supplies 
of local grains and imports of corn from the United 
States, the shipment of which was not affected by 
the strike at the Lakehead. The implementation of 
this plan was continued 10 days after the conclusion 
of the strike so as to pick up any back-log of 
requirements. 


In addition, on the recommendation of the 
Board, the Canadian Wheat Board agreed to release 
stocks of milling grades of wheat in areas such as 
Prescott and Halifax where there were particular 
shortages. Moreover, the Board examined the pos- 
sibility of culminating an agreement between the 
Canadian Wheat Board and the Railway Companies 
for a plan of train-load lots, as an emergency 
measure, for the duration of the strike action. 


In November 1968, the vessel M/V Black Bay 
was unable to unload her cargo of grain corn at 
Quebec City because of insufficient space being 
available in the elevator at this Port. In view of 
this, it became necessary to unload and store this 
cargo at the Port of Montreal. This cargo was re- 
quired to meet the winter needs of the livestock 
and poultry feed industry that is normally served 
from the elevators at Quebec City. 


Order-in-Council P.C. 2084 of November 12, 
1968 provided the Board with authority to pay the 
additional freight costs incurred in shipping the 
grain corn from Montreal to points of consumption. 
As supplies of feed grains became freely available 
at the opening of the season of navigation, this 
authority was revoked effective April 30, 1969. 


lll. Prices 


a) Feed Grains 


(i) Lakehead At the opening of the year the 
price of #5 wheat and D.G.C. equivalents was set 
at $1.891/4 per bushel in store at the Lakehead. The 
average monthly price of #5 wheat declined from 
$1.87 in August 1968, to $1.691% by April, 
1969, when #6 wheat and D.G.C. equivalents be- 
Came available in adequate quantities for the 
domestic market at $1.6214 but dropped to an 
average of $1.6134 in July (Tables VIII and IX). 


At the opening of the year the price of #1 feed 
oats was 877¢ per bushel in store Fort William. 
Under pressure of relatively heavy inventories the 
price declined to a low of 6814¢ per bushel in 
July 1969. 


Barley prices, which had averaged $1.1114 in 
August 1968, also declined to an average of 9774¢ 
in July, 1969" 


(ii) Chicago During the month of August 1968 
the average price of #3 yellow corn track Chicago 
was $1.06 per bushel. This price strengthened 
throughout November, December and January when 
the average rose to $1.18. In February and March 
spot prices were relatively weaker averaging $1.15 
during the month of March. These prices, however, 
strengthened throughout the remainder of the year 
rising to a high monthly average of $1.30 in May 
and June. At the beginning of the crop year the 
prices at Chatham averaged $1.313%4 during August. 
As harvest approached however, and supplies be- 
came more plentiful, prices declined to an average 
of $1.087% in October. These prices strengthened 
continuously from that time through the crop year 
and averaged $1.5514 in July, 1969. 


(iii) Eastern Ports In August, 1968, the prices 
of feed grains at eastern terminal ports reflected the 
relatively tight supply situation created by the Sea- 
way and Lakehead strike that have been discussed 
previously. Under relatively heavier inventories, 
prices remained reasonably stable relative to Fort 
William during the remainder of the winter months. 
Moreover, in many cases grains were being offered 
at price levels which did not cover inventories and 
interest charges during the winter. 


b) Mixed Feeds, Eastern Canada and 
British Calumbia 


One of the objectives of the Board is to ensure 
reasonable stability of prices to the feeders of 
livestock and poultry in Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. In meeting this objective, the Board 
initiated as from August 1968, a monthly survey of 
the retail prices of mixed feeds for livestock and 
poultry in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 
The number of feed mills that participated in the 
survey is set at 1500 which furnishes to the Board 
on a monthly basis the retail prices for livestock and 
poultry feeds. 


The data received from this monthly survey are 
fully computerized; this enables the Board to re- 
view, on a regular basis, trends in the retail prices 
of mixed feeds sold to the feeders of livestock and 
poultry in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


The data in Table X indicate that the retail 
prices of mixed feeds within regions in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia have been relatively 
stable over the period January to July 1969. There 
have been, however, some differences in the prices 
of these feeds between the different regions in these 
two broad regions of Canada. Although the feed 
freight subsidy offsets a substantial part of the 
transportation costs involved in the movement of 
grain, it does not extend to include the procurement 
costs of other ingredients such as soybean meal, 
etc. which are used in the manufacture of mixed 
feeds. 
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IV. Activities of the Board 


(i) Feed Freight Assistance Programme The 
attractive price of U.S. corn in Eastern Canada 
compared to western Canadian feed grain prices 
resulted in a substantial increase in the utilization 
of corn as a feed ingredient, particularly in the 
heavy feeding areas of Ontario and Quebec. 
Consequently, a reduction in the usage of western 
feed grains took place in 1968 - 69 when 2,313,641 
tons were shipped under the program. This is down 
6 percent from the 2,448,306 tons of western grains 
shipped under the program in the 1967 - 68 crop 
year. Total shipments under the program, which 
include Ontario wheat and corn to specific areas of 
Eastern Canada totalled 2,389,084 tons in the crop 
year 1968-69, down from the 2,482,230 tons 
shipped the previous year. 


Shipments of Ontario corn to the Atlantic 
Provinces totalled 73,499 tons during the 1968 - 69 
crop year, showing a substantial increase over the 
32,081 tons assisted the previous year. Shipments 
of corn from the Prairies to British Columbia at 
1,945 tons were up only slightly from the 1,844 
tons shipped in the previous crop year. 


Shipments of feed grains to Ontario were 13 % 
or 94,869 tons less than in the previous crop year. 
Shipments to Quebec were down 5 percent or 
61,460 tons. Shipments to both British Columbia 
and the Atlantic Provinces had increased. British 
Columbia increased by 45,095 tons, or 17% over 
shipments in the 1967-68 crop year, while the 
Atlantic Provinces were up by 6 percent or 18,089 
tons. 


In July 1968, the Board established several 
zones in British Columbia and set freight assistance 
rates to each based upon the then current transport 
costs. At the same time shipments of feed grains 
by truck into and within British Columbia were made 
eligible under the regulations. The competition 
induced by the introduction of trucks as a com- 
petitive mode of transport resulted in a reduction 
in costs to all areas of the Province by about $3 to 
$5 per ton. The downward adjustment of transport 
costs created inequities between zone rates and as 
the then current rates of subsidy distorted the equal- 
ization of feed grain costs throughout the Province, 
it became necessary to affect changes in the levels 
of subsidy to demand points so as to rationalize the 
program as it applied to British Columbia. 


Order-in-council P.C. 1388 effective July 9, 
1969, adjusted the zone rates of assistance into 
British Columbia from zero to a reduction of $3 
per ton. 


(ii) Transportation 
(a) Rail 


Changes in the Feed Grain Assistance Regu- 
lations for British Columbia in July 1968 made the 
transport of feed grains by truck eligible for freight 
assistance. The railways responded to this new 


competition by a downward adjustment of rates in 
October of 1968 ranging from five cents to 18 cents 
per hundredweight. 


Bulk feed grain rates for direct rail shipment 
from the Lakehead to demand points in Quebec and 
the Maritimes remained unchanged during the crop 
year. 


(b) Water 


In general, the weighted average lake freight 
rates on wheat, oats and barley to Eastern ports 
continued a downward trend which began during 
the period 1966-67. Only oats and barley to Geor- 
gian Bay ports, and wheat and barley rates to Port 
Colborne were increased slightly. Rates to St. 
Lawrence River ports were down by 114 to 214¢ 
per bushel and to Halifax by 1% to 34¢ per bushel 
(Table XI). At the opening of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway in April 1969, and until the end of the 
crop year, rates to all ports, except Georgian Bay, 
on the average were reduced even further. 


(c) Truck 


The amended regulations regarding truck eligi- 
bility in British Columbia resulted in the Board’s 
acceptance of seventeen trucking firms located in 
Alberta and British Columbia. In total, as at July 31, 
1969, 165 trucking firms had been accepted by the 
Board as eligible carriers under the Feed Grain 
Assistance Regulations. Generally, truck rates re- 
mained stable throughout the year for the carriage 
of feed grains and mixed feeds. 


(iii) Storage The Board participated in the 
allocation of storage space reserved for feed grain 
requirements at both Halifax and Quebec City for 
the winter of 1968-69. 


At Halifax 1.25 million bushels of elevator 
space for feed grains was allocated among the 
users of the facility. This amount of space was 
required for the winter to serve the heavy feeding 
area of the Annapolis Valley, where feeders rely 
almost entirely on the elevator at Halifax for their 
feed grains. Also, Halifax serves as a storage depot 
for buffer stocks of feed grains for the mills in 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island which generally originate their requirements 
by direct rail from the Lakehead. The Board held 
consultations with the Board of Grain Commis- 
sioners regarding the division of feed grain space 
at Quebec City. 


The Board was also involved in discussions 
and studies regarding the establishment of addi- 
tional terminal grain storage facilities at various 
locations in Eastern Canada. 


During this crop year the Board did not deem 
it necessary to pay winter storage costs of grain 
aboard vessels afloat at eastern terminals to 
supplement storage space available within the 
terminals. 
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(iv) Personnel and Finance Following are 
some of the more significant changes in personnel 
and finance that were made during 1968-69. 


(a) Personnel 


During the year, additions to the Board's staff 
consisted of the appointments of W. G. Hopkins as 
Director of Traffic and P. B. Morin as Director of 
Finance. 


W. G. Hopkins, C.I.T.T., has had extensive 
experience in the grain trade, and his knowledge of 
the traffic aspect of feed grain transportation has 
been a valuable asset to the operation of the 
programme. 


P. B. Morin is a graduate in Commerce from 
the University of Ottawa, and has had numerous 
years of experience in the field of accounting in 
private industry and in other departments of the 
Federal Government. 


(b) Finance 


In April 1969, after consultations with the grain 
and feed industries the Board initiated a new claim 
procedure with the primary purpose of simplifying 
the claim procedure as well as placing all claimants 
on the basis of claiming assistance at the time of 
the receipt of feed grains at their mills. 


Prior to this change, claimants were paid on 
receipt of grain only in cases where they sold all 
their production in the rate zone within which their 
mill was located. Mills, which sold their product 
outside their zone, could not claim freight assistance 
until they sold their mixed feed production. 


Now all mills claim upon receipt of feed grain 
on arrival at their mill, and at a later date they place 
furtherance claims for shipments of mixed feed 
to destinations outside their zone. With this new 
procedure claimants receive their reimbursement 
quicker than previously. An important objective of 
this change in the claim procedure is that it enables 
the feeders of livestock and poultry to become more 
aware of the benefits accruing to them under the 
Feed Freight Assistance Programme. 


Secondary objectives of the new procedure are 
to obtain more timely and meaningful statistics 
regarding the movement of feed grains, as well as 
to simplify and expedite the processing of trans- 
portation claims and to tighten internal control of 
expenditures. 


In order to achieve the secondary aims of 
obtaining more meaningful statistics and expediting 
the processing of transportation claims, a complet- 
ely new coding structure was developed so as to 
permit the Board to follow the movement of feed 
grains from points of origin to destination by 
whatever mode of transportation is used. 


The statistics reporting system is a by-product 
of the cheque issue activity and the basic principle 
of the system lies in its capacity of converting the 
dollar value of each shipment of feed grains into 
tons. 


(v) Information and Research During the 
year 1968-69, the Board initiated a variety of 
economic research projects that relate to the 
objectives of the Board. 


It is desirable that the Board have statistical 
information on the movement and utilization of feed 
grains in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


The new claim procedure which has just been 
described now makes it possible for the Board to 
receive, on a monthly basis, the following informa- 
tion: shipments of feed grains from points of origin 
to final destination by type of grain; shipments of 
feed grains by province of destination and by types 
of grain; shipments of all types of feed grain from 
origin to point of final destination by all modes of 
transportation. 


In terms of information, it has already been 
stated that in order to achieve the objectives of 
regularly assessing the stability of feed prices to 
the feeders of livestock and poultry in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, the Board undertakes 
a monthly survey on the prices of mixed feeds in 
these two broad regions of Canada. The results of 
the analysis of these data over the period January 
to July, 1969 have already been presented in 
Table X. 


The Board has also initiated a continuing study 
on the extent of self-sufficiency of feed grain 
production in the various regions of Eastern Canada 
and British Columbia. The objective of this study 
is to allow the Board to rationalize the Feed Freight 
Assistance Programme in the sense that the Board 
seeks to minimize any adverse effects the pro- 
gramme may possibly have on grain farmers in 
those areas of Eastern Canada and British Columbia 
that are self-sufficient in the production of feed 
grains. 


(vi) Co-ordination The co-ordination function 
of all agencies and segments of the complex feed- 
grain livestock economy such as the Canadian 
Wheat Board, the Board of Grain Commissioners, 
the National Harbours Board, the Railway Comp- 
anies, the private elevator companies, feed mills, 
etc. is a major contribution made by the Canadian 
Livestock Feed Board, and is an increasing need 
as the complexity increases. 


The confusion that existed due to the lack of a 
co-ordinating body and resultant shortages and 
surpluses of supplies, premium prices, excess trans- 
port costs to fill shortages in demand areas led to 
the formation of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board. 
Feeders were unwilling to continue to accept this 
confusion and lack of co-ordination in an economy 
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where of necessity there are a large number of 
agencies and governmental departments involved. 


The improvement in this situation is evidenced 
by a significant reduction in feeder protests and 
fewer supply crises which is attributable, in large 
measure, to the activities of this Board. 


V. Consultations and Public Relations 


Members of the Board and its staff have been 
actively involved in seminars, meetings, workshops, 
committees and congresses, the deliberations of 
which have had implications for the work involved 
in administering the Feed Freight Assistance Pro- 
gramme. These meetings etc. have served a useful 
purpose of enabling the Board and its staff to 
become better informed with the feed grain situation 
and other problems involved in the Canadian and 
American feed grain-livestock complex. 


VI. Advisory Committee 


The Board held two joint meetings with its 
Advisory Committee during the year 1968-69. These 
meetings provided an effective means whereby the 
Advisory Committee members were kept informed 
of important problems with which the Board has 
had to deal in administering the Feed Freight 
Assistance Programme. It also provided a means 
whereby members of the Committee were able to 
keep the Board fully informed of area problems in 
the various regions of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia as well as enabling the members of the 
Committee to offer their views on approaches taken 
by the Board in dealing with problems of administer- 
ing the Feed Freight Assistance Programme. 


Vil. Statement of Expenses 


The expenditures incurred in administration and 
operations of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board in 
respect of the fiscal year ended March 31, 1969 
was $297,989 as compared to $228,262 for the 
previous fiscal year (Appendices | and II). Expend- 
iture involves the payment of freight assistance 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1969 was 
$17,997,461 which represented a decline of 
$3,431,028 over the previous year. 


Vill. Expenditure on Feed Freight 
Assistance 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, there was an 
actual decline in the aggregate tonnage of feed 
grains that were transported under the Feed Freight 
Equalization Programme. During 1967-68, the actual 
tonnage was 2,482,230 tons and the expenditure 
in equalization payments amounted to $19,789,946. 
In 1968-69, however, the total tonnage was 
2,154,471 tons which involved a total expenditure 
of $17,635,005 (Table XIII). 


The principal reason for this decline in the total 
payment of freight assistance was the relatively 
very low price of U.S. corn in the fall of 1968, 
which resulted in a substantial increase in the 
utilization of this cereal in the demand region areas 
of Ontario and Quebec. Consequently, the expend- 
iture on feed freight assistance was down by 
$3.6 million from a budgetary forecast of $21.6 
million.

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1. FEED GRAIN SITUATION 


(a) World 


World production of corn, barley, oats, sorghum 
and millet in 1969 increased by three percent from 1968 
to 432 million metric tons. World output in these five 
major feed grains has increased 25 percent from the 
average of 1960-64. A four percent increase in corn 
production and a nine percent increase in sorghums and 
millet were the main contributors to an increase in 
world production this year. 


Corn continued to be the world’s single most im- 
portant feed grain. In 1969 production was estimated at 
229 million metric tons. Significant increases were 
reported in the United States, most European countries, 
the Soviet Union and South Africa. 


World barley production increased by 1 million tons 
with the 1969 output recorded at 108 million metric tons. 
Production increases were noted in Canada, the United 
Kingdom, Poland and other Eastern European countries. 


Production of oats in 1969 totalled 50 million 
metric tons, unchanged from 1968. A slight increase in 
North America was offset by reductions in Argentina 
and Europe (Table 1). 


World trade in corn, sorghum, oats and barley was 
36.3 million metric tons in the 1969-70 crop year, a 
4 percent increase over the previous year. An 18 
percent increase in world barley trade was reported, 
while oat exports declined, and exports of corn were 
slightly ahead of the previous year. Exports from the 
U.S.A. have increased sharply, as have exports from 
Canada and Thailand. A significant drop in exports from 
South Africa was noted. U.S. exports of corn increased 
from 13 million metric tons to 15.8 million metric tons, 
which was partially offset in world trade by reduced 
exports from Mexico, France and South Africa. Most 
major exporting countries reflected an increase in barley 
exports in 1969-70. Canada’s increase from .4 to 1.2 
million metric tons was most prominent (Table 2). 


(b) United States 


The feed grain situation in Canada cannot be 
adequately appraised without reflecting upon the pro- 
duction, supply and pricing of feed grains in the U.S.A. 
The supply and price of U.S. feed grains, mainly corn, 
play a predominate role in the setting of feed grain 
prices in world markets and directly, or indirectly, in the 
feed grain market in Eastern Canada. 


The total production of feed grains in the United 
States in 1969 was estimated at 174 million tons which 
is a 6 million ton increase from production in 1968. 
Production of corn increased from 4.4 billion bushels in 
1968 to 4.6 billion bushels. Production of grain sorghum 
also increased by 3 million bushels to 743 million 
bushels. Oat production increased to 950 million bushels 
from 939 million the previous year. The only feed grain 
reflecting a decline in production was barley which 
dropped 6 million bushels to 417 million. 


With a carry-in of 50 million tons in the 1969 market 
year, the total supply of feed grains in the U.S. amounted 
to 224 million tons. Domestic utilization reached a 
record 155 million tons during the year, which after 
exports of 19 million tons left a carry-over of 50 million 
tons, unchanged from the previous year (Table 3). 


(c) Canada 


In 1969, Canada produced 19.4 million tons of 
feed grains (excluding wheat), a 7 percent increase 
over 1968. This represents an increase of 28 percent 
over the 1963-67 average production. The carry-over 
of feed grain stocks into 1969-70 at 7.1 million tons was 
2.6 million tons higher than the previous year. Increases 
in domestic utilization and exports were more than 
offset by an increase in production which increased the 
carry-over at July 31, 1970, to 7.3 million tons (Table 5). 


(i) Prairie Provinces Production of all grains 
in the Prairie provinces in 1969 increased over 1968. 
The 1969 harvest of wheat was 665 million bushels, 36 
million bushels more than in 1968. Less acreage was 
devoted to wheat on the Prairies in 1969; however, this 
was more than offset by near record yields of 27.4 
bushels to the acre. Oat production on the Prairies at 
278 million bushels reflected an increase of 29 million 
bushels over the 1968 harvest. An increase of 54 million 
bushels was recorded in barley production, for a total 
of 355 million bushels (Table 4). 


(ii) Ontario Inclement weather throughout the 
spring created a sharp cutback in acreage and pro- 
duction of feed grains in Ontario in 1969, resulting in 
significant declines in both oat and grain corn produc- 
tion. Oat production declined from 59 million bushels 
in 1968 to 43 million bushels. Corn production de- 
creased 9 million bushels to 70 million bushels (Table 4). 


(iii) Quebec Production of all grains in Quebec 
at 47 million bushels decreased from 50 million bushels 
in 1968. An increase of close to 1 million bushels of 
corn production was more than offset by declines in the 
production of wheat, oats, barley and mixed grains 
(Table 4). 


(iv) Maritime Provinces The production of 
feed grains in the Maritimes which increased from 11.5 
million bushels in 1967 to 14.3 million bushels in 1968, 
produced 15.2 million bushels in 1969. Increases are 
reported in all grains with Barley showing the largest 
increase in 1969 of 20 percent (Table 4). 


(v) British Columbia A substantial expansion 
in feed grain production occurred in British Columbia 
up until 1968 when 15 million bushels of all grains were 
produced. This production was cut back in 1969 to 
under 13 million bushels. Adverse weather conditions at 
harvest time severely affected production in the Peace 
River area (Table 4). 


2. SUPPLIES OF FEED GRAINS 


Throughout the 1969-70 crop year, supplies of 
feed grains from all sources were adequate to meet the 
requirements of feeders of livestock and poultry in 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia.

Short-term shortages of specific types of grains 
occurred at the opening of navigation in some of the 
eastern terminal elevators. Requirements were met 
through direct rail shipment from the Lakehead, while 
awaiting arrival of replacement water stocks. 


At the close of navigation in December 1969, 
37 million bushels of feed grains were in store at eastern 
terminal elevators and afloat in winter storage vessels. 
Stocks at the close were 1.2 million bushels larger than 
at the close of navigation in 1968. 


In April 1968, when navigation resumed, 14.2 
million bushels of feed grains remained in store com- 
pared to a 10.1 million bushel carry-over the previous 
spring. 


It is estimated that 3.6 million bushels of this carry- 
over was grain intended for export which would reduce 
the carry-over to 10.6 million bushels. This is about the 
same inventory that was carried into the navigation 
season last spring. This is considered a larger inventory 
than is needed to meet livestock feeder requirements, 
if available facilities were better utilized. (Table 6). 


3. PRICES 


(a) Feed Grains 


(i) Lakehead The crop year opened with a 
price of #6 wheat and DGC equivalents at $1.59% per 
bushel in store the Lakehead. Monthly average prices 
continued the downward trend of the previous year 
until the spring of 1970. The low monthly average price 
was set in February at $1.48% bushel with prices 
recovering modestly through July which closed with an 
average of $1.51% bushel. 


The price of One Feed Oats in store the Lakehead 
was at its lowest level in recent years in August 1969 
when the price averaged 64% cents bushel. Prices 
advanced steadily throughout the year and closed with 
a July 1970 average of 71% cents per bushel. 


Barley like oats commenced the year with low 
prices relative to previous years. The August 1969 
average price for One Feed Barley in store the Lakehead 
was 97% cents per bushel. Prices advanced modestly 
throughout the crop year and closed at an average of 
$1.07% bushel in July 1970 (Tables 7 & 8). 


(ii) Chicago Cash 3 Yellow Corn track Chicago 
in August 1969 averaged $1.26 bushel, a full 20 cents 
bushel over price levels of the previous year. Prices 
declined under pressure of heavy supplies and in- 
creased price competition in world markets to a low 
average of $1.15 bushel in November 1969. Prices 
regained strength and rose steadily throughout the 
balance of the crop year with July closing at an average 
price of $1.35 bushel track Chicago (Tables 7 & 8). 


(iii) Canadian Grain Corn Unlike other Cana- 
dian feed grains, corn prices in 1969-70 were higher 
than the previous year. Acreage planted to corn in 
Ontario was up slightly in 1969; however, growing 
conditions were poor throughout the greater part of the 


season and total output was down sharply. The price 
for No. 2 Yellow Corn at Chatham in October 1969 was 
$1.25% compared to $1.08% the previous year. Prices 
held in the $1.30 to $1.40 range most of the year, with 
July 1970 prices averaging $1.42 bushel track Chatham 
(Table 7 & 8). 


(iv) Eastern Ports Offering prices of feed 
grains at the Eastern terminal elevators generally re- 
flected the cost of placing supplies in position, with the 
spread over the Lakehead advancing throughout much 
of the winter period to reflect the costs of carrying this 


_ grain. Supplies were generally ample in most ports with 


only a few short situations being recorded. Toward the 
end of the closed navigation season in March and early 
April, offers were withdrawn for wheat, oats and barley. 
Direct rail shipments and stocks owned by the mills 
were sufficient to carry'through until the arrival of 
early vessels. Due to a change in vessel line-ups, stocks 
of wheat and barley were inadequate to meet mill 
demand out of Halifax at the opening. The release of 
Wheat Board stocks at that port, supplemented by direct 
rail shipment enabled the mills to obtain adequate 
supplies, while awaiting the arrival of replacement stocks 
in Halifax (Table 8). 


(b) Millfeeds 


Millfeeds prices during most of 1969-70 were 
lower than in the previous crop year, reflecting the 
lower values of western feed grains. Production at 
704 thousand tons was up 56 thousand tons from the 
1968-69 crop year. Exports of millfeeds in the 1969-70 
crop year totalled 214 thousand tons, which was up 
sharply from the 93 thousand tons exported in 1968-69. 
Exports were mainly to the U.S.A. and Japan. Through- 
out most of the year prices of both bran and shorts were 
lower than the previous year following the pattern of 
feed grain prices (Table 9). 


(c) Mixed Feeds 


In 1968, feed mills throughout Eastern Canada and 
British Columbia commenced submitting monthly 
retail selling prices of mixed feeds to the board. 
Throughout 1969-70 the monthly average prices re- 
flected a general lowering of selling prices, reflecting 
the lower grain input costs, which were offset in part 
by higher protein and labour costs (Table 10). 


4. ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


(a) Feed Freight Assistance Program 


Shipments under the Feed Freight Assistance pro- 
gram totalled 3.0 million tons in the 1969-70 crop year, 
the highest level of shipments since 1947-48 when 3.4 
million tons were shipped. Substantial increases were 
noted in shipments of wheat and barley under the pro- 
gram in 1969-70. Both of these grains enjoyed a more 
favourable price relationship with U.S. corn during most 
of the year. Shipments of barley were notably heavier 
to Ontario to complement a reduced local corn and oat 
crop in that province as well as to support an increased 
hog population throughout the East. 


Shipments to all provinces, except Newfoundland 
and Prince Edward Island, were greater than in the 
1968-69 crop year. Shipments to Ontario increased 
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68 percent to over 1.0 million tons. Shipments to 
Quebec were up 15 percent to near 1.3 million tons, 
British Columbia up 8 percent with 340 thousand tons, 
New Brunswick up 3 percent at 106 thousand tons 
and Nova Scotia by 6 percent at 172 thousand tons. 
Shipments to Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island 
declined 8 percent and 7 percent respectively. Ship- 
ments of wheat, oats and barley were all higher than 
in the previous year. Shipments of wheat increased by 
135 percent, oats 8 percent and barley 31 percent. 
Decreases were noted in shipments of rye, corn, 
screenings and millfeeds from Western Canada, as well 
as a sharp reduction in shipments of Ontario wheat and 
corn under the program. 


The shorter feed grain crops in Ontario, a more 
favourable price relationship of Western grains to U.S. 
corn, and an increase in grain consuming animal units, 
prompted a heavier than anticipated movement of 
Western grains during the year. The freight assistance 
program budget was increased by $1.0 million for the 
fiscal year, also rates of assistance were adjusted 
downward effective November 1st, 1969. 


During the crop year, expenditures under the pro- 
gram amounted to $21.4 million, an average of $7.12 
per ton (Tables 11, 12 and 13). 


(b) Transportation and Distribution 


Historically the bulk of the Western feed grains 
consumed in the Eastern domestic market have moved 
from the Lakehead by water to terminal elevators located 
in the Georgian Bay, Upper Lakes, and along the St. 
Lawrence River and Atlantic Seaboard. These feed 
grains were then transported from the terminal elevators 
by rail or truck to inland milling points. Prior to 1966, 
with the exception of millfeeds, very little feed grain 
moved directly from the Lakehead by rail car. Since it’s 
inception the Board has aggressively pursued the 
development of a second route for the movement of 
feed grains to eastern Canadian markets. In 1966, 
through the combined efforts of the railways, the feed 
grains industry and the Feed Grain Administration, 
water competitive rail rates were instituted to feed 
milling destinations in the maritimes. Since 1967 the 
board has played a major role, with the cooperation of 
the feed-grain industry and the railways, in the develop- 
ment and implementation of water competitive rail 
rates to most milling points in Quebec and Ontario. The 
development of this second route has contributed to 
stability in feed grain prices in Eastern Canada and has 
ensured a continuity of supply of feed grains for the 
eastern market. 


In the 1969-70 crop year 374 thousand tons, or 
14 percent of the feed grains and grain products moved 
under the Feed Freight Assistance Program were trans- 
ported directly by rail or water from the lakehead to 
feed mills in Eastern Canada. 


Eighty-six percent or 2,292 thousand tons of the 
total feed grains moved under the program were first 
shipped to eastern terminals by water. Of this amount 
1,789 thousand tons, or 78.1 percent, were shipped 
from the terminals by truck, 454 thousand tons, or 19.8 
percent moved from the terminals in rail cars; and 49 


thousand tons, or 2.1 percent moved out of the terminals 
in smaller vessels to feed mills. 


In British Columbia 241 thousand tons, or 71.1 per- 
cent of the 340 thousand tons, moved under the pro- 
gram originated in the Peace River area of British 
Columbia with the balance being shipped from prairie 
origins. A total of 25 thousand tons, or 7.4 percent of 
the B.C. consumption moved into feeding areas by 
truck. Rail movement made up 315 thousand tons or 
92.6 percent of the total (Table 14). 


(i) Rail During the past year, the railways 
changed the basis of direct rates ex the Lakehead to the 
province of Quebec from a tonnage contract to open 
tariff rates and extended coverage throughout Ontario 
at open tariff rates to destinations primarily serviced by 
Canadian National and Canadian Pacific Railways. 
Direct rail rates to the Maritime provinces covered by 
agreed charges remained unchanged for the second 
straight year. In 1969 the railways established truck 
competitive rates to British Columbia milling points. 
During this past year rates into many interior points 
were further reduced in an attempt to capture tonnage 
being lost to trucks. 


During this Crop Year shipments of wheat, oats 
and barley by direct rail to Eastern Canada amounted 
to 9.6 million bushels, representing 10.6% of the total 
shipments of these three grains to the eastern feed 
market. During the previous crop year 4.5 million 
bushels, or 5.9 percent were shipped by direct rail 
(Table 16). 


The rail route has played a significant role in pro- 
viding a continuity of supply of feed grains to the feed 
grain industry in Eastern Canada, and has to a large 
degree contributed to price stability. 


(ii) Water Vessel rates on wheat, oats and 
barley to Eastern Ports continued to decline during the 
1969 navigation season, following a trend which 
started in 1966. The reductions were: fractional, 
ranging on the average between % to % cents per bushel 
for most ports. Reductions in vessel rates were how- 
ever for the most part offset by increases in Lakehead 
and Terminal elevator elevation charges which came 
into effect April, 1969. 


Only one work stoppage of any length hampered 
normal grain distribution systems this season. The Port 
of Quebec was out of operations for the month of July 
1970. Other St. Lawrence elevators and direct rail 
shipments from Lakehead served the needs of the feed 
grain industry during this period. 


Adequate vessel space was available to move 
required stocks of feed grains into position during the 
1969-70 Crop Year except in one instance where a 
delay in vessel loadings for Halifax at the opening of 
the 1970 season created a critical supply shortage and 
needs were supplemented by direct rail shipments from 
the Lakehead (Table 17). 


(iii) Truck Truck rates for feed grains have 
remained generally unchanged this crop year. During 
the year thirty-nine trucking firms became Registered 
Truckers under the Feed Grain Assistance Regulations. 
Claimants under the Feed Grain Assistance Regulations 
are required to use truckers registered with the board. 
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These truckers are required to file their tariffs with the 
board as well as to meet requirements outlined in the 
Regulations. 


(iv) Storage The board played an active role in 
establishing an allocation of storage space reserved for 
feed grain requirements at both the Halifax and Quebec 
City elevators for the winter of 1969-70. Storage space 
was allocated to users of these facilities based upon 
their historical utilization of space. Adequate storage 
space was available during the year to meet the require- 
ment of the feed grain industry. 


The Board continued to act in an advisory capacity 
to carriers, terminals and the feed grain industry in 
many transportation and storage matters. 


(c) Information and Publications 


During the year under review the board initiated 
the publication and distribution of the following periodi- 
cals. 


Grain Facts is a bi-weekly publication directed to 
the feed manufacturing, transportation and feed grain 
marketing sectors of the Feed Grain Industry. It is 
intended to provide a current appraisal of the Feed 
Grain situation throughout Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia and highlight conditions in the Canadian 
Prairies, the U.S.A. and world markets which could 
have an impact on supplies and prices. This publication 
also provides current information to the trade on 
changing transportation costs and trends in the utiliza- 
tion of feed grains as well as stock and price information. 
Total circulation of Grain Facts is 2000. 


Information is a semi-annual publication directed 
to the livestock Feeders throughout Eastern Canada 
and British Columbia to provide information on changes 
in the Feed Freight Assistance program and market 
information. Circulation is 40,000 copies. 


Monthly Average Retail Mixed Feed Prices — I|n 
late 1968 the Board, with the cooperation of the feed 
manufacturers instituted a monthly reporting system 
wherein feed manufacturers in Eastern Canada reported 
selling prices for mixed feeds at their mill locations. The 
Board report covers monthly provincial averages for 
mixed feed prices providing information on price trends 
and provincial comparison data. 


(d) Research 


The Livestock Feed Assistance Act requires that 
the board make a continuing study of the feed grain 
requirements in Eastern Canada and British Columbia, 
and generally to advise the government on all matters 
pertaining to the stabilization and fair equilization of 
feed grain prices. The board receives and retains data on 
the flow of feed grains through the eastern elevator 
system and on the distribution of grains by rail and 
motor carrier in these areas. The availability and pricing 
of feed grains is closely followed to ensure feed grains 
are available in sufficient quantities to meet the needs 
of the livestock feed industry. The board is also engaged 
in a continuing assessment of the self-sufficiency in 
feed grain production in the various feeding areas of 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


The board commissioned the Agricultural Eco- 
nomics Research Council of Canada to conduct a > 
study of the impact of the Freight Assistance program. 
This study entitled “The Benefits and Burdens of the 
Feed Grain Transportation Policy’, was published by 
the Council in February of 1970. Grants have been 
provided to the University of Guelph and the University 
of Sherbrooke to undertake a study of feed mill loca- 
tions in Ontario and Quebec and to provide the rational 
for the desirable location and size of feed manu- 
facturing plants in these provinces. This study is 
designed to be a valuable asset to the feed manu- 
facturing industry in assessing various regions for plant 
expansion to serve this growing industry. 


The Economic Research department has provided 
an analysis of a variety of program alternatives to the 
Feed Freight Assistance program to enable the Board 
to study and appraise alternative approaches to meeting 
the Board's objectives. 


5. CONSULTATIONS 


The Board has maintained numerous contacts 
through meetings with the various federal and pro- 
vincial agencies and departments involved in the 
marketing, storage and transportation of grains and 
grain products. Meetings have also been held with 
trade organizations in both Eastern and Western Canada 
as well as with national and provincial farm organiza- 
tions. The Board and staff have actively participated in 
numerous seminars, meetings, and workshops which 
have had direct or indirect implications to the ob- 
jectives of Board. An ad-hoc committee comprised of 
representatives from the various sectors of the grain 
trade was set up to examine the present freight assist- 
ance claims procedures and to report their recom- 
mendations for changes and improvements. 


6. ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The board met with the advisory committee on 
three occasions during the year. These meetings enabled 
the committee to discuss various regional problems 
with the Board and provided an effective means for the 
Board to discuss with the committee various studies 
analyzing the effects of the freight assistance program 
on the Canadian agriculture economy. Lyall A. Currie 
was reappointed Chairman of the Advisory Committee 
for a further one year term by order in Council in April 
1970. Omer Pepin of St. Bonaventure, Quebec was 
appointed as a member of the committee for a one year 
term, replacing Lucien Bolduc of Compton, Quebec, 
whose term in office expired in April, 1970. 


7. STATEMENT OF EXPENSE 


Expenditures for Administration and Operation of 
the Canadian Livestock Feed Board during the Fiscal 
Year ending March 31st, 1970 totalled $403,377 as 
compared to $297,989 for the previous Fiscal Year. 
Expenditures for the payment of freight assistance in 
the Fiscal Year ending March 31, 1970 totalled 
$21,860,044 compared to $17,997,461 in the 1968-69 
Fiscal Year (Appendix II).
